The author of The happy time (Boox.ist 41: 
340, J1 15 45) and My Uncle Louis (BooxK.ist 
49:340, Je 15 53) writes amusingly of his 
adolescence in Ottawa, Canada, where his fa- 
ther was the leader of the Dominion Theater 
orchestra until sound pictures put an end to 
the job. These reminiscences, which for all 
their narrative simplicity have the taut con- 
struction of a novel, accent the comic aspects 
of youthful innocence and their appeal will 
be to readers who savor comparable personal 
memories. 


Masters, John. Bugles and a tiger. Viking, 
$3.95. January 4. 


The author of Nightrunners of Bengal (Boox- 
List 47:86, N 1 50) and other novels of India 
writes an autobiography that fully establishes 
his right to speak authoritatively about An- 
glo-Indian relations and British military his- 
tory in India. The fifth generation of his fam- 
ily to serve in India, this former officer in the 
Indian Army speaks entertainingly of a cadet’s 
life at Sandhurst, a young soldier’s initiation 
into the traditions of the officers’ mess, the 
introduction to combat and acceptance by the 
native troops, and the complicated social 
structure of the military post. 


FICTION 


O’Connor, Edwin. The last hurrah. Little, 
$4. February 20. 


Typical of the old style political boss Frank 
Skeffington had kept his power as mayor of 
a large eastern US. city for almost 40 years. 
During the course of his last campaign the 
reader observes how he maintained his con- 
trol through direct personal contact with the 
people and how he eventually is defeated. As 
the campaign progresses the complex charac- 
ter and personality of the man unfold and he 
is seen not only as the corrupt grafter ruth- 
less with his enemies but also as a man of 
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infinite charm who truly loved his city and 
basically worked for its good. Some of the 
characterization is excellent and the descrip- 
tions of the Irish groups who were Skeffing- 
ton’s chief supporters are particularly well 
done.

A critical study of Santayana’s thought which 
concentrates on that philosopher’s theories 
concerning art and aesthetics and shows how 
these concepts form the cornerstone of his 
philosophy. Even at his most abstract, San- 
tayana is shown to have believed that phil- 
osophy is not a science, but an attitude to- 
ward life. His style is also considered in 
relation to his ideas. For students and general 
readers.

A readable book about the Bible by a pro- 
fessor at Union Theological Seminary. Tak- 
ing the middle route between oversimplifica- 
tion and overtechnicalization he discusses 
lucidly such topics as sin, miracles, Biblical 
ethics, and the problem of evil. His frequent 
use of concrete illustrations makes the Bible 
seem as contemporary as today’s paper and 
infinitely more exciting. Conveys the incom- 
parable impact of the Christian message.

Burrows, Millar. The Dead Sea scrolls.

Since 1947, when the scrolls currently making 
headlines were found in caves near the Dead 
Sea, scholars have been hard at work. The 
director of the American School of Oriental 
Research in Jerusalem at the time of the dis- 
covery outlines the story for the layman and 
summarizes the numerous, vehemently dis- 
puted theories about the background, con- 
tents, and writers of the scrolls. Explaining 
how the various experts go about their work, 
he distinguishes between verified facts and 
speculation, and establishes the extent of re- 
search to be done. See also Wilson, listed be- 
low.

Butler, Richard. The mind of Santayana.

Just as Santayana’s Letters, listed in this is- 
sue, offers insight into the philosopher’s per- 
sonal life so this book analyzes and evaluates 
his work. Father Butler briefly considers 
personal background and intellectual influ- 
ences, but he devotes the bulk of the book to 
the concept of essence which Santayana for- 
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mulated in Scepticism and animal faith and 
Realms of being. An evaluation of this con- 
cept follows the discussion. Broader in scope 
than Arnett’s Santayana and the sense of 
beauty, above, this work should be of partic- 
ular value to students of philosophy.

An inquisitorial remark regarding Acheson’s 
political affiliation made by a business asso- 
ciate prompted the book which the former 
Secretary of State devotes to the Democratic 
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Party and the democratic process in the US. 
After glorifying the history of his “lusty old 
party” the author proceeds to a well-reasoned 
discussion of U.S. foreign policy, the use of 
nuclear weapons in future wars, the effective- 
ness of the present federal security program, 
and the threat of communism within the 
country. A florid style in the early chapters 
is changed to more serviceable prose in the 
latter portions of the book.

Her 
dramatic rescue, a headlined news event of 
April, 1954, was executed by a Polish-born 
Australian agent who tells the Petrovs’ story 
along with his own. From the latter the read- 
er deduces that espionage may be quite hum- 
drum, that the excitement of the Petrov case 
is the exception rather than the rule, and 
that the publicity attendant on such a de- 
nouement ends the usefulness of the agent 
involved.
